(57) Abstract 



A service node is provided in a 
mobile communications network which 
collects radio link measurement reports 
which are transmitted to the service 
node by mobile stations. The mobile 
stations transmit the measurement re- 
ports in encapsulated form, in the form 
of SMS messages, in order to pre- 
vent the interception of the measure- 
ment report by the serving base sta- 
tion. The service node is able to per- 
form handover decision algorithms us- 
ing the measurement reports collected 
from the mobile stations in order to de- 
termine appropriate radio access nodes 
to be allocated to the mobile stations. 
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
